1966, to make an inde 
I pendent study of UFOs. Headed 
by Dr. Edward Condon, a physi­ 
cist of international repute, the 
group’s report is due in Febru­ 
ary, although its recommnda- 
tions will be reviewed by an

before being made public, which 
may not be until next summer.

the folklore of many nations 
mentions the little people, the 
Irish lepraehauns, he Swedish 
trolls who appear and then dis 
appear without warning. 
Reports since the Middle Ages 
describe the unexplained space 
vehicles as either cigar shaped 
or like a disc. The term flying 
saucer was coined by an enter 
prising reporter in Pendleton, 
Ore. 
to describe nine objects 
flying in formation sighted by a 
Boise businessman in 1947, 
Sightings usually place these

tains. Perhaps because no veri 
tied 
reports

Freeman Poll on Cornily Sales Tax 
Some Not Pleased, Also Not Overwhelmingly Opposed

A sampling of public opinion 
suggests that the people of Ul­ 
ster County are not particularly 
pleased with the prospects for 
a County sales tax, but neither 
are they overwhelmingly op­ 
posed to it.

Of the 23, 14 were against the 
scheme, five were absolutely 
for it, and six would reluctantly 
accept it. 
Mrs. Elaine Crepet of High 
Falls, an employe of Kingston 
Trust Co., said. "You get so 
used to being taxed, you just 
accept it." 
A secretary from Kingston. 
when asked about the tax. said. 
"Why not? It ll get the public 
to share the expense and dis-; 
tribute the burden.”
